vital interest to every farmer, miner, 
property owner aud basinets m.iu of 
two-thirds of the territory of thu United 
States. Cheap transportation from and 
to all Eastern markets, as Well us direct 
communication with the muvUets of Eu- 
rope aud Central and South Aruenci, if 
demanded by oar growing population 
aud. increasing products of the farm, 
shop and mine. The only difficulty at 
present is the foot that while tha sea— 
the great economic pathway of oom- 
ruorce.thtit the West wants to reach—is 
near, yet doep-draught vessels) cnunot 
get close enough in shore to take away 
the products that the country wants to 
ship.
